A CHAPTER OF 
EXPERIENCES. 


I have been interested in Spiritual- 
ism since my boyhood days. I re- 
member back in the 50s, while yet 
in Europe, a lot of young people 
for an evening’s entertainment, took 
a large barrel cover, or disc, and laid 
it upon a smali wooden block, which 
was placed on a small table and ev- 
eryone in the room placed their hands 
on it and soon the disc would begin 
to move round and round and the 
crowd all followed it, laughing and 
shouting. This was great sport for 
the young people, but no one knew 
what it meant or what made it move. 
This, I suppose, was soon after the 
Fox Sisters got the first raps in Am- 
erica; but the people who partici- 
pated in the sport there knew noth- 
ing of Spiritualism. 

This was among the urban people 
who were.all reared under the in- 
fluence of the Catholic churches and 
schools. There were very few in that 


country who did their own thinking. . 


They aHowed the priests and church 
to do it for them. In fact, the whole 


communjty was hide-bound in the | 


church and existed in their ignorance 
and superstition, se 

While most everybody could, 
and write, and knew how 
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education. e church © 


were molded after their fashion. 


There was no progress among them; — 


they were born into the world, grew 
up like their fathers and mothers 
had. When they were old enough 
to learn anything the first and last 
to learn wastheir catechism, and obe- 
dience to the church. 


Some of the smartest boys in the | 


village were taken charge of by the 
priests—if they thought their fath- 
ers were able to pay for it—were 
sent to the college and in turn they 
became priests. Many of the girls, 
and especially if they happened to 
be the only child of a fairly rich 
and prosperous farmer or townsman, 
were looked after by the nuns and 
induced to stay awhile in their clois- 
ter and influence brought to bear 
upon them to become interested. 
The child’s mind could thus be eas- 
ily influenced, aad as they grew up 
they became an easy victim to per-

nally went to the church.

Andrew Jackson Davis, the Pough- 
keepsie Seer, under mesmeric influ- 
ence, began and completed the mar- 
velous book, * Nature’s Divine Rev- 
elations,” whilst he was almost 
unlettered. 

Thus the world became gradualiv 
prepared for an understanding of 
the mysterious raps now universally 
spoken of as “The Rochester Knock- 
ings.” They ushered in Modern 
Spiritualism; and the raps soon 
resounded over the entire world. 
Attention was first called to the 
rappings in the humble cottage of the 
Fox family in Hydesville, N. Y. 
That was in the vear 1848. Three 
littie chlidren were annoyed, and in 
turn amused by the rappings. Hav- 
ing been reared under orthodox 
in:tuences. they believed that “Oid 
S;litfoot’’ roamed the earth and was 
sccking souls for his kingdom. After 
these children discovered that the 
raps could see and hear—in other 
words, that there was intelligence 
back of the raps, they still addressed 
“ld Splitfoot” for replies to their 
questions. 

But they instituted an alphabet 
for the raps. and soon had communi- 
cations from intelligences claiming 
to be the spirits of once men and 
women of the earth. So they soon 
became famous, and wise people 
went to their humble home to prove 
the fraud being perpertrated by three 
innocent girls. These girls were 
subjected to every possible investi- 
gation, but no other hypothesis than 
spirit force was proven. Many scof- 
fers went away convinced enthusi- 
asts. People everywhere began sit- 
ting at tables for raps and levitations. 


The evidences cf spirit communion 
became gGuite general—and other 
phases of mediumship began to 
untold. 

The spiritual gifts spoken of by 
Paul in his message to the Corin- 
thians became a fact in the develop- 
ment of humanity.

As before announced from this 
office, a granite monument has been 
erected by the N. S. A. over the 
graves of Maggic and Katie Fox; 
also two granite posts, that were 
needed to complete the symmetry of 
the plot. The monument bears the 
following inscription:

Sisters,” below in a half circle, the 
words, ‘‘Mediums of the advent of 
Modern Spiritualism.” Then the 
following Inames, in capitals, ‘‘ Mar- 
garet Fox Kane, Born Oct. 7, 1833;

ie Fok Jenckyn, born Mar. 27, 1837, 
passed away, July 2, 1892.” The 
capital letters are about one and 
one-half inch square.

The Fakirs and *‘ Wise Men of the 
East.” use a far different method of 
hypnotizing and creating illusions 
and hallucinations than do the hyp- 
notists of the West.

‘these wise men in perf: ming their 


feats. A common mist ke is made 
by many people in attrit :ting all the 
marvels of the Fakirs tc hypnotism. 
I wish to say that hypnc ism, as it is 
commonly understood a’ the present 
day, is not a proper terr for the de- 
ceptive feats of the ‘akirs. We 
might more correctly < H it telep- 
athy or mental telegra hy, or mes- 
merism. Undoubtedly: .uch of their 
work is deceptive, but - »me of it is 
genuine.
